Olf. I am very much-oblig’d to the Gentleman, 
Roger, for his being fo open and plain. He writes 
with the true Spirit of the Lzudean Fa&tion ; tfor I 
remember, that when Mr. Prynn wrote againft the 
Pope of Rome, Arch-bifhop Land, the Patriarch of 
the high-flying Party, profecuted the Caufe in the 
Star-Chamber, as if Mr. Prynn had wrote againi{t 

him, That Prelate knew the Relation betwixt his 
High-Church of England, ani the Church of Rome,to 
be fo great, that when the latter was attack d, the 
former mutt needs think fhe was in Danger. 
*Twould feem this Gentleman is of the fame O- 
pinion, fince he takes the Account I gave on Sa-

“dreading the Iflue ; when on Saturday Night a- 
“bout 12 a-Clock, two young Men coming thro’ 
© our Church-yard, caught a notorious Papift put- 
“ting up a ieditious Paper again{t the Church 
“Door; the Contents of it being in the Name of the 
* Diffenters of the Town, defying the Doétrine of 
“the Church, and thata Rope and Gallows was 
© Dr. Sacheverell’s Due, and that he and all his ful- 
‘ fome Party would have their Defert in Iefs than a 
¢ Month, reviling feveral Minifters of the Church 
© of England that live in Town, faying, that now 
“the Day was come that they fhould preach in 
“Barns, and that the Calvinijfs thould have the 
€ Church ; and faid, you Church-men fay you will 
“pull our Meeting-houfe down, as the Mob in 
© London has; but if you come, we will warmly 

“ give you the Meeting. And in fine us’d feveral 
* other defperate Words, in order to give an Al- 

“larm. if Almighty God by his Providence had 
not difcover'd this fecond Guy Faux whillt he 
* was putting his imifchievous Paper up with a

“ly, had it flood ‘till Swaday Morning Light. i 
f would have fet all the Town ina Flame, Pecple 
; being like Tinder at this Time ; and as ’twas 
_ Wrote in the Name of the Diffenters, it would 
have pafsd for their AG and Deed; and the 
Fury of the Mob would have been prefently feen 
in pulling their Meeting-houfe down, and ‘tis 
* much fear'd their Rage would have gone a great 
* Way farther, and the Papifts in Town would 
* have had, Jefuit-like, their End. But now the 
* Odinm will fall on them, and we hope will 
‘ ftrengthen and unite both Parties againft them. 
© The Paper was feiz’d, and the Incendiary, who 
*1sa Town’s Man; but through the Negligence of 
‘fome that look’d after him whilft a Conftable 
* was call'd, he-got away ; but we hope ina Day 
“or two to have him, that he may be punith’d. 
“Sir, [hope by this Time the Tumults in London 
‘are atan End, that our Affairs Abroad may not 
“receive any Hindrance from them. ’Tis fear’d 
‘with us it will obftruét the Peace, and hinder 
‘the Parliament from fettling neceflary Funds for 
* this Year's Service. Our Liberty and Religion 
* have fuch a Dependance on our Union and Peace 
‘at Home, that we heartily with this troublefome 
* Matter over, without any more Difturbance. I 
* thall make this a longer Epiftle to you, than ever 
‘I wrote to you about Trade. Sir, the laft Poft, 





‘ we heard of an Addrefs from the Commons to 
* her Majelty, about putting the Laws in Executi- 
* on again{t Papifts and Nonjurors, whiche hearti- 
* ly with may be put in Exeeution with us; for 
‘aflure you Popery very much abounds in our 
‘Town and Country, and a great many difaf- 
* fected People join with them in Opinions again{t 
‘the prefent Eftablifhinent ; but, Sir, Juftices of 
* the Peace and Magiltrates are certainly very re- 
* mifs in their Duty, and that which fhould be e- 
* very Body’s Bufinefs, none cares to do, and fo 
‘our good Laws are of no Ufe ; and, as I toldyou 
* before, of abounding Popery with us, “tis aShame 
‘to name how bare-fac’d they are in the publick 
* Exercife of their Religion. “Tis ascommon as a- 
*ny Worfhip in our Town, theChurch not excep- 
*ted,-tho’ fince the Pretender was coming into 
© Scotland, they will not admit any but what they 
‘ know to be Papifts, but before they did not feru- 
“ple it; and 1 really believe within five Miles 
“sound our Town, there be above 20, nay, had I 
*faid 30 Romifh Prictts, I had not lyd; and to 
“hear them drink Fames the Ild’s Health, and a 
‘Health to Sorre/, is no ftrange Thing, as many 
‘can teftify that frequent their Company; and 
‘could or durft they afperfe her prefent Majefty,
